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Congress Starts Work 
On Navy Supply Bill 


N° instructions have been given to 

the House sub-committee on Navy 
appropriations to make a percentage 
cut in the budget estimates, Repre- 
sentative Joseph Byrns, Democratic 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee, stated this week. The sub- 
committee began consideration of the 
1933 Navy bill on Feb. 24. 

“We have,” Mr. Byrns explained, 
“set no percentage for cutting the bud- 
get estimates, as has sometimes been 
said. On the Agriculture bill, we 
made a 5 per cent reduction in the es- 
timate for supply, because of falling 
prices, but the sub-committees on the 
other bills have made _ reductions 
wherever they could, considering item 
by item. That is what the Navy sub- 
committee will do. 

“Of course, I can’t say what they 
will finally report.” 

Asked as to whether the committee 
might cut the appropriation for new 
naval vessels now building, or the esti-

“Purple Heart—By order of the 
President of the United States, the 
Purple Heart, established by General 
George Washington at Newburgh, Aug. 
7, 1782, during tne War of the Rev- 
olution, is hereby revived out of re- 
spect to his memory and military 
ichievements.”

Army ‘Lobby’ Denied 
By Secretary Hurley 


HARGES of lobbying and propagan- 

dizing on the part of the armed 
Services were made on the floor of the 
House of Representatives this week by 
three Democrats (Representatives 
Byrns, Cochran and Blanton) and were 
promptly and vigorously denied by Sec- 
retary of War Hurley.

Democrats Press for Action 
On Defense Department Bill 


ANOTHER effort to bring the Army- 

Navy consolidation bill to a vote 
will be made today before the House 
Committee on Expenditures in Execu- 
tive Departments, following report by 
a special committee named to redraft 
the measures. 

Chairman John J. Cochran (Demo- 
crat), Missouri, hoped to report the 
bill out last Saturday. When party 
lines fell in discussion of the proj- 
ect, he appointed the special subcom- 
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mittee, comprising himself, Repre- 
sentative O. H. Cross (Democrat), 
Texas; Representative Lindsay C. 


Warren (Democrat), North Carolina; 
Representative William Williamson 
(Republican), South Dakota; and 
Representative Frederick W. Dallin- 
ger (Republican), Massachusetts. 

The two consolidation bills intro- 
duced by Representative Joseph W. 
Byrns (Democrat), Tennessee, and Rep- 
resentative Williamson, were consid- 
ered by the subcommittee in executive 
session Wednesday. 

The subcommittee decided at that 
time to hold no further hearings on 
the project. Using the Byrns bill as 
a base, minor amendments were adopt- 
ed bringing it more nearly in con- 
formance with the Williamson bill. 
It is rumored. that the committee prob- 
ably will favor retention of the air 
forces within the Army and Navy 
forces, with an assistant secretary to 
look after air needs. 

Concerning the reorganization of the 
Government President Hoover made 
the following statement this week: 

“I am delighted that the Congress 
is earnestly taking up the reorganiza- 
tion of the Federal machinery. I will 
be entirely happy if my repeated mes- 
sages to the Congress on the subject 
succeed in securing action in an effec- 
tive fashion. 

“It is a most unpleasant task to abol- 
ish boards and bureaus and to con- 
solidate others, and at the same time 
it is a difficult job to do it so wisely 
as not to injure the efficiency and 
morale of our Army and Navy and 
other essential government services. 
Congress has attempted repeatedly in 
the last 25 years to effect reorganiza- 
tions and has always abandoned the 
efforts under # multitude of oppositions.

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Pay ‘Freezing’ Clause 
On Coast Guard Bill 





A CLAUSE in the Treasury and Post 

Office appropriations report, ex- 
cluding officers and enlisted personnel 
of the Coast Guard from the non-filling 
of vacancies rule that has been applied 
to every other appropriation bill, may 
be extended to officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, Chairman Joseph W. Byrns of 
the House Appropriations Committee, 
told the Journal yesterday. 

The Treasury appropriations report 
explained that “in view of the nature of 
the service and the very large number 
of losses occurring during the year in 
the enlisted force through expirations 
and other causes, numbering over 8,000 
in the fiscal year 1931 out of a total 
enlisted personnel of 11,000, it is deem- 
ed advisable to make this exemption.” 

Representative Byrns told the Journal 
he thought there was more justifica- 
| tion in making the exemption for the 
| Coast Guard than for the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps, but that “in all 
probability” an identical exception will 
be made for the latter three. 

Under the Pou rule adopted several 
weeks ago by the House, vacancies in 
any government establishment could be 
filled only on written testimony to their 
essential character by the President of 
the United States. Representative 
Byrns pointed out that this system 
would be impracticable in the case of a

The appropriations chairman reit- 
erated, however, that pay increases 
banned under the Pou rule will 
barred as well in the Army, Navy and 
Marine supply bills.

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Treaty Navy Called For. By American Press In Shift Of Public Opinion 





"THE past few weeks has seen a great swing of public opinion in the United 

States toward the reliance upon something more solid than international 
good will and agreements for national security. Whether it was the character 
of the proposals put forth at the Geneva Conference or the success of a strong 
nation in taking what it wanted from a poorly armed one, while the League of 
Nations impotently looked on, there has been a plain and unmistakable change 
in attitude within the past month. Whereas last Summer and Fall, public opinion 
as expressed through newspaper editorials, supported to some extent the Ad- 
ministration’s stand for reducing expenditures for national defense in order to 
balance the budget, and urged somewhat the postponement of measures author- 
izing the construction of naval vessels, until after the Geneva meeting, the press 
of the country is at present almost unanimous in calling for the enactment of 
the Vinson bill, to build the Navy up to treaty limits. Many newspapers which 
have advocated disarmament, which did mot see the need for spending money 
at present on the Navy, now have changed their view. In greater volume than 
before newspapers are calling upon Congress for adequate national defense, and 
for legislation providing for building up the Navy. 


“NEVER has there been a time when carelessness about national defense was 

so foolish as it is today,” declares the Washington Post. “Resentment against 
the United States has been augmented in Europe because this country refuses to 
wssume the debts of the last war and reconstruction period. * * * Across the 
Atlantic, Europe is united, to some extent, through the League of Nations. 
Across the Pacific Japan is pursuing an aggressive policy that may involve 
American rights and honor. Of course, the United States does not intend to 
make war, or to be dragged into foreign conflicts, but that is no guarantee that 
America is safe from aggression. The only force on which the United States 
can rely for safety is the American Navy and Army. * * * Yet Congress has 
shamefully neglected to provide such a Navy. At present Uncle Sam is only 
a second rate naval power, on about the same level as Japan. If the present 
policy of indifference and false economy is pursued, this country will sink still 
further down into mediocrity. * * * 

“Economy does not enter into this question. When national security is at 
stake, the meager sums that are spent on the Navy melt away into insignif- 
icance. * * * 

“It is time for the American people to wake up to the actualities of the 
situation. If this country should be forced into a war in the near future, it 
would be hopelessly unprepared. An adequate Navy can not be built in a day. 
The only safe policy is to outline a definite program of construction, and to lay 
down enough ships each year to bring the United States up to its naval treaty 
limit. The enactment of such a law ranks foremost among the duties of the 


present Congress.” 


(TAKING up the suggestion of the Chinese delegates at the Geneva conference 

that a loud speaker be installed in the conference meeting hall so that the 
assembled delegates might hear the gunfire and bombing at Shanghai, the San 
Francisco Call-Bulletin states: “The Chinese have the right idea. And though 
the conference will not adopt it, we might. When Congress next assembles for 
@ session on ways and means to slash the Army, Navy and air forces still fur- 
ther, a hook-up with Shanghai would be useful in recalling certain members to 
their senses. The noise of high explosives can be understood even by a watch- 
dog of the treasury when he hears it.” 


“THE present is a bad time, judged by the economic situation, for the Vinson

ticism that anything of value will be accomplished by the disarmament confer. 
ence at Geneva is another. 

“That Japan constitutes a potential danger to this country has been rece 
ognized for years. If her present militaristic policy that makes light of treaty 
pledges and carries the most horrible kind of warfare to women and children 
in order to expand her frontiers be left unmodified by Tokyo authorities, the 
potential danger may become an actual peril quicker than conservative students 
of international affairs may realize. A strong navy is essentia] to the United 
States’ safety where any foreign power is involved. * * * 

“Passage of the Vinson bill would not mean that the United States was be- 
ginning a competitive building program. It would mean simply that this coun. 
try had determined to give itself the full naval protection allowed it under the 
London treaty. The Nation could be accused of militarism, or its action viewed 
as a threat to Japan or any other country.” 


“THis is no time for the greatest, richest country on earth to weaken its nava} 
strength below the limitations fixed by formal treaty,” the Scranton 
Republican states. 

“The cause of national defense must not be slighted, a fact that has been 
brought home to us most pointedly by events now occurring in China where there 
is an object lesson of how little treaties go in the face of the itch of some nations 
to secure domain anad power, backed by flaming resentment over outrage.” 


“THE violation of her treaties and the recent invasion of Shanghai have con- 

vinced many Americans that Japan cannot be trusted,” comments the In. 
dianapolis Star. “Naval needs, therefore, have been transferred from the theo 
retical ratio of the London parley to the fundamental plane of national defense, 
Much as America may abhor the thought of war, it does not ignore the danger 
from a country which harbors so much ill-feeling against us. Paper fleets can 
not maintain our rights against a nation which apparently is attempting to gain 
absolute control of the western half of the Pacific.” 


‘TT IT stated by Senator Hale that in actual fighting strength, the United States 

Navy is but slightly better than that of Japan,” comments the Pendleton 
East Oregonian, “If that is true we have blundered. We have two coast lines to 
defend and also the gulf Our Atlantic and Pacific ports are on opposite sides of 
the continent and we have island possessions that must be considered. Our na- 
val strength should be in proportion to the duties that the navy may have to 
face in event of trouble. * * * Perhaps our Navy is stronger than Senator Hale 
admits. It is to be hoped so and if it is not it should be strengthened.” 


“WE HAVE been expecting some one in Congress to call attention to the fact 

that the American Navy is not what it should be and on Monday our ex- 
pectations were realized when Senator Hale, chairman of the Naval Committee, 
pointed out that in actual combat strength the United States has little superior- 
ity over Japan,” states the Ogden, Utah, Standard Examiner. “Its about time 
for the United States to build a navy equal to its needs.” 


“TRUSTING, perhaps too implicitly, in the power of the League of Nations 

to enforce peace, the United States has permitted its Navy to fall below 
the treaty limits set by the conference on naval limitation,” stated the Hancock, 
Mich., Journal. * * * “Evidently the officials of the Navy League, so violently 
denounced by President Hoover, knew whereof they spoke. The burden of arma- 
ments may be great, but it is a necessary burden. * * * In the present situation, 
America can only set its own house in order and proceed to build its Navy up to 


the treeaty limits.” 
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Geneva Conference 


"THE events in Shanghai during the 
past week have crowded the Ge- 
neva disarmament conference into the 
inside pages of the newspapers. The 
conference itself was forced to mark 
time due to the fall of the Laval min- 
istry in France which necessitated 
the return of Mr. Tardieu, the chair- 
man of the French delegation, to Paris. 
He arrived back at Geneva Feb. 24— 
this time with the added prestige of 
being the new head of the French Gov- 
ernment. His return in person was # 
disappointment to those who had hoped 
that Briand would be recalled to lead 
the French delegation and insure a less 
rigid course: than Tardieu represents. 
While no real business could be 
transacted in the absence of the 
French, many more nations presented 
their disarmament suggestions. 

To date four major thesis have been 
advanced: 

1. The French proposal to place the 
most “aggressive” weapons—battle- 
ships, heavy mobile artillery, large 
planes—at the disposal of the League 
of Nations to use against an aggressor 
nation. Acceptance of this proposal 
would mean perpetuation of the terms 
of the Treaty of Versailles, and is 
therefore unacceptable to the nations 
defeated in the World War. The French 
thesis is backed by Poland and the Lit- 
tle Entente. Last week saw Persia 
and Haiti a< recruits in these ranks. 

2. The German proposal was that 
other nations should scrap their mili- 
tary establishments down to the bare 
limit needed to maintain domestic or- 
der, as her own Army and Navy have 
been forcibly reduced. This position, 
Herr Nadolny said, was based on com- 
mitments made by the allied powers 
in the Treaty of Versailles. The Ger- 
man proposal for ending punitive dis- 
armament, of course, is objectionable 
to France. Germany suggests the 
abolition of military aviation. France 
has the test military air force in 
the Germany would outlaw 
submarines. France has, built and 





building, the greatest subriarine force 
in the world. Germany proposes dis- 
mantling of land fortifications. France 
is rapidly completing a ring of steel 
along her eastern border. Germany 
would do away with peacetime con- 
scription. France blocked a similar 
proposal in the preparatory commis- 
sion. 

3. The Soviet Union has proposed 
complete and total disarmament. The 
Soviet has the largest standing army 
in the world. 

4. Many nations, including America, 
Britain and the Scandanavians- have 
proposed a gradual lessening of arma- 
ments and the abolition of certain 
weapons—poison gas, bacteriological 
warfare, submarines, etc., in an effort 
to safeguard noncombatants. It is de- 
scribed by the Scripps-Howard news- 
papers as an attempt to “prettify 
war.” j 
Through all of the proposals, includ- 
ing the American, may be seen an ef- 
fort at least to retain present ad- 
vantages if not to improve thé mili- 
tary position of the particular proposer. 

France is “top dog” in Europe and 
wants to remain so. Germany is “un- 
der dog” and wants to get out from 
under. Planes and submarines threaten 
England so England proposes to do 
away with them. Warships of large in- 
dividual tonnage are best suited to 
American needs and our effort at Ge- 
neva will be toward retaining them. 

The Brazilian representative thought 
that the hope of disarmament lay in 
education and suggested that for every 
soldier maintained a nation should 
provide two teachers for the populace. 
That is what Brazil does. Acceptance 
of the suggestion would bring about 
a startling re-orientation of armies. 
The United States could expand about 
fourfold, to 500,000 men and be prob- 
ably the largest army in the world. 
Just who would be considered a teavh- 
er, particularly in a coung-y like the 
Soviet Union where every factory is 
a school, would constitute a question. 

The Hatian delegate, after the long- 
est discourse of the conference to date, 


threw the lot of his country in on the 
side of the French thesis because, he 
said, “A large part of the blood that 
flows in our veins is French.” 

A two weeks recess for the Easter 
holidays will be taken Mar. 13. In the 
meantime other countries will be 
heard from: 

Mr. Hugh Gibson, the American 
member of the steering committee, sug- 
gested that committees be appointed 
forthwith to consider various phases 
of disarmament and sift the proposals 
of the nations fepresented. When his 
suggestion was not accepted he de- 
clared that the steering committee was 
restricted to “arranging teas and is- 
suing invitations.” 

With elections to be held in Ger- 
many and in France in the near fu- 
ture. one of two courses may be pur- 
sued. Either further recess will be 
taken after Easter or the French and 
Germans will use the conference as a 
sounding board to reach the people 
back home. If the latter eventuate 
there will be some plain speaking.

(Continued from First Page) 
commissioned officers: Sgt. Daniel

Subsequent to the Revolution the 
Order of the Purple Heart seems to 
have fallen into disuse and no further 
awards were made. The order van- 
ished from public sight and reference 
to the scanty official records concern- 
ing it practically ceased. In recent 
years interest in this rare decoration 
was aroused by the publication of 
articles calling attention to its exist- 
ence and its revival ®as been projected 
since 1930. The 200th anniversary of 
George Washington’s birth was select- 
ed as obviously the most appropriate 
time for its reinstitution.

Awards of the Purple Heart for acts 
| or service performed prior to Feb. 22, 

1932, will be confined to the following 
persons. 

(a) To those who, as members of the 
Army of the United States, have been 
awarded the Meritorious Service Cita- 
| tion Certificate by the Commander-in- 
Chief of the American Expeditionary 
Forces in the World War and who make 
application to exchange the certificate 
for the Purple Heart and oak leaf 
clusters pertaining to it. 

(b) To those who are authorized to 
wear wound chevrons as prescribed in 
AR 600-95, and who make application 
for the Purple Heart and oak leaf 
clusters pertaining to it- 

(c) To those persons not authorized, 
prior to Feb. 22, 1932, to wear the 
wound chevron, who would otherwise 
have been authorized to wear the same 
under the provisions of paragraph 3¢ 
and d, AR 600-95. 

The revived decoration consists of 3 
heart shaped madel- its face gold bor- 
dered and its center of purple enamel. 
On the obverse is a relief bust of 
George Washington in the uniform of 
a General of the Continental Army. Its 
reverse is gold with the inscription 
“For Military Merit.” The Washingtot 
Coat of Arms is incorporated in thé 
ring which attaches it to a purple rib 
bon, bordered with white.

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Committee Clears Akron 


‘THE special- Naval Affairs Subcom- 
mittee investigating charges that 
the Akron is imperfect structurally will 
give the giant airship a clean bill of 
health iu its report to the full commit- 
tee, Representative James V. McClin- 
tic (Demccrat), Oklahoma, chairman, 
told the Journal yesterday. 
He said the subcommittee heard no 
testimony that would indicate the huge 
vessel was unsafe. He pointed out that 
the two workmen who made the 
charges never appeared before the sub- 
committee. 

The question of damages sustained 
to the ship’s vertical fin while the sub- 
committee was inspecting it at Lake- 
hurst Monday does not enter into the 
scope of the subcommittee’s’ investiga- 
tion, Chairman Carl Vinson, of the Na- 
val Affairs Committee, said Thursday. 

The damage to the fin occurred while 
members of the subcommittee were 
waiting to go aloft. A restraining ca- 
ble snapped, and the rear end of the 
ship shot upward. Nearly two and a 
half tons of water ballast were spilled 
in an effort to save the vessel, but a 
gust of wind forced it to the ground, 
damaging the fin and ripping the fab- 
ric. The flight was called off, and the 
ship returned to her hangar. 

Comdr. R. D. Weyerbacker, of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, told the Naval 
Affairs Committee at Thursday’s hear- 
ing that damage to the ship had been 
less than was anticipated on first ex- 
amination. No serious structural harm 
has been done, and when repairs are 
complete the vessel will be fully as 
strong as before, he said. He testified 
that damage was largely “local.” 

Representative Patrick J. Boland 
(Democrat), Missouri, who witnessed 
the crash at Lakehurst, and who said 
he has had broad experience as a 
“builder,” told the committee he was 
convinced from the force of the shock 
that the damage from the blow extend- 
ed throughout the ship. He said he 
was satisfied it would “never be the 
same again.” 

Representative John J. Delaney 
(Democrat), New York, took a view 
diametrically opposed to this. He said 
he had inspected the ship prior to the 
accident and was present when the 
erash occurred, adding that he had only 
the greatest praise for the manner in 
which officers and men met the’ emer- 
gency. 

He declared that statements released 
to the press that the ship was unsafe 
were altogether unwarrantd, and volun- 
teered to go on the first flight follow- 
ing repairs. A chorus of other com- 
mittee members made the same offer. 
Representative McClintic, following his 
return from Lakehurst, had stated he 
would never make a flight in the vessel 
again, for fear for his safety. 

Representative Roy O. Woodruff 
(Republican), Michigan, made a state- 
ment in which he concurred in De- 
laney’s view of the matter. 

At a press conference following the 
accident, Secretary of the Navy Adams 
stated that he “would very much like 
to ride in the Akron as soon as she 
is repaired.” He declined to comment 
on Representative McClintic’s state- 
ment that the vessel was “irreparably 
damaged.” He said, however, that re- 
pairs will be expedited so the ship may 
proceed to the Pacific coast in time to 
participate in “such part of her origi- 
nally contemplated schedule as may 
be in order at that time.” 

Read Adm. W. A. Moffett, chief of 
the Naval Bureau of Aeronautics, made 
the following statement: 

“While it is too early to determine 
the details of the damage to the Akron, 
inspection so far made shows that the 
damage is not serious and merely lo-

Army Confirmations 


(THE following nomination has been 
confirmed by the Senate: 


Army Reductions 
HOUSE leaders who propose to cut 
the personnel strength of the Army 
continue to rest on their oars in antici- 
pation of a lull in the wave of National 
Defense sentiment that followed pub- 
lication of their intentions. 


Apparently they realize that the 
state of mind in Congress and the Na- 
tion is not such at this time that they 
could effect their objective. In the 
meantime they are merely delaying ac- 
tion in hopes of a “break” that will 
give them an opportunity to get their 
cuts through the House. 


Representative Joseph Byrns, Demo- 
cratic chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee, told the Army 
and Navy Journal this week that it 
was his personal opinion that “a cut of 
2,000 officers was a modest figure.” 


He hastened to add, however, that 
this was merely his thought on the 
subject and what he might do toward 
putting this cut in the bill was sub- 
ject to other considerations. 


“Didn’t we provide 15,000 officers 
when we had an Army of 280,000 
men,” the appropriations chief put for- 
ward. “Then why with an Army of 
118,000 men do we need the present 
number of officers. Now there may 
be an answer for this, but I fail to 
see for one thing why we need 1,085 
officers on duty here in Washington. 
Of course we need officers for the 
General Staff, for duty with the Ma- 
rine Corps headquarters, and for duty 
with the Bureau of Navigation and 
other bureaus, but I can’t see why one 
thousand and eighty-five Army, Navy 
and Marine officers are necessary. I 
don’t know how many we need, but cer- 
tainly this is too many, for running 
the War and Navy Departments. Put 
them out with troops and on ships 
where they belong.” 


Mr. Byrns was unable to say defi- 
nitely when the Army bill would be 
reported. He declared that they would 
first dispose of the Treasury and Post 
Office bill, the Independent Offices and 
the District of Columbia measure, 
which would take about a month. Then 
probably the tax bill would come be- 
fore the House and maybe the Legis- 
lative appropriation bill before the 
Army. 


No considration has yet been given 
to the War-~Department measure by 
the full committee, Mr. Byrns said, 
and as to the recommended reduction 
in the number of officers, he said that 
the sub-committee had not made a 
definite recommendation as to the num- 
ber. Mr. Collins, he stated, favored a 
cut of 2,000. He would make no pre- 
diction as to what he, or the commit- 
tee would favor, either as to any cut 
at all, and or to a number. 


Questioned as to the method of re- 
duction, Mr. Byrns said that although 
he has not considered this phase of the 
matter, his first thought, which he said 
might later be changed, wowld be that 
the officers should be retired with full 
three-quarters pay. 


“They would not be voluntarily re- 
signing,” he said. “We would have 
to be fair and retire them with three- 
fourths pay, if we have to eliminate 
any at all. I’m not saying that we 
are or we are not.” 


Asked as to whether, in case of a 
cut, the committee would leave the se- 
lection of officers to be retired to the 
War Department or would provide in 
detail for this themselves, Mr. Byrns 
said: “Well, I would want to see that 
they did not discharge a lot of young 
officers. I think it would be better to 
let some of these officers about 58 or 
60 years old go-out, those who would 
retire within a few years anyway. We 
should not throw out young officers 
who have a career in front of them, 
with many years of-usefulness ahead.” 
“Did you mean retire by discharge?” 
“Oh, I meant retire, of course. 
There is no thought of discharging 
any officers.”

Report Hale Bill 


With prospects for its passage grow- 
ing more bright, the Hale bill au- 
thorizing the building of the United 
States Navy up to treaty limits was re- 
ported to the Senate Feb. 24, carrying 
the unanimous approval of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. 

Leaders of the majority and minority 
parties in the Senate declared their 
support of the measure, and with a de- 
cided swing toward building to parity 
in the press and signs of weakening of 
opposition of the Administration, Navy 
supporters are growing more optimistic. 

Senator James Watson, Republican 
leader of the Senate, declared himself 
in favor of the Hale bill and said that 
he will do all he can to put the bill 
through. He and Senator Frederick 
Hale, chairman of the Naval Commit- 
tee, and sponsor of the bill take the po- 
sition that the enactment of this build- 
ing authorization would put the Ameri- 
can delegates at the Geneva Disarma- 
ment Conference in a position where 
they will be able to bargain more ef- 
fectively. 

“It will give our men some chips 
with which to sit in the Geneva game,” 
Senator Watson said. “The Republican 
leadership will do all it can to get this 
bill through.” 

“The bill unquestionably will put us 
in a better position at Geneva,” Sena- 
tor Hale declared. “It will show that 
we do not simply talk, that if other 
countries plan to build up to treaty 
strength we shall do the same. With- 
out such authorization, we will be in a 
very pitiful position. : 

Senator Joseph Robinson, Democratic 
leader of the Senate, also came out in 
support of the naval construction bill, 
stating that it was in accord with “our 
established policy,” but indicated that 
he did not like the strategy of the Re- 
publicans, and gave the impression that 
he desires to defer consideration of the 
bill long enough to avoid the appear- 
ance that the United States’ aim at 
Geneva is proportionate disarmament 
rather than actual disarmament. 

The statements of Senator Watson, 
+aken together with the appearance in 
several newspapers closely identified 
.with the Administration of editorials 
strongly advocating building up the 
Navy, have brought many to believe 
that the President has or intends to 
withdraw the opposition he has | laced 
in the way of a naval building bill this 
year. Although it is not believed that 
he will come out openly for building up 
the Navy, it is thought likely that he 
will not actively be against it. : 

It is in the House that there exists 
some doubt for the success of a naval 
program. Representative Carl Vinson, _ 
Democratic chairman of the House Na- 
val Affairs Committee, just last week 
in a speech before the House advocated 
the immediate passage of his bill to 
build to treaty strength, but the meas- 
ure has not yet been reported, although 
his committee gave it unanimous ap- 
proval some time ago. The bill was 
held back, it is understood, on instruc- 
tions from the Democratic leaders of 
the House, and the future course of ac- 
tion upon naval construction depends to 
a large exvent upon the attitude of 
Speaker Garner, who has never de- 
clared himself on this issue.

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15th Inf. Hears Gibbons 


M4: GEN. STEPHEN 0O. FUQUA, 
the Chief of Infantry, announces 
that Mr. Floyd Gibbons, the eminent 
journalist and war correspondent, re- 
cently addressed the 15th United States 
Infantry, station in Tientsin, China. 

Mr. Gibbons said that, after being 
in the field with the Japanese Army 
for 14 days in the vicinity of Kou- 
pangtze and Chinchow, he was much 
impressed with the fighting spirit and 
patriotism of the Japanese soldier and 
of his supreme confidence in the Em- 
eror. By illustration of the confidence 
and god-like awe that the Japanese sol- 
dier holds toward the Emperor, Mr. 
Gibbons told how he saw men in a hos- 
rong who were suffering from frost 

ite, many of them having undergone 
amputations. The bandages were 
packed in large tins with marks on 
them to show they were the gift of 
the Emperor to the men. The men 
treasured these bandages and sent 
these blood-stained rags back home to 
their folks to be placed in the home 
and kept as a sacred relic. 

Mr. Gibbons said that one of the 
main reasons that he came to China 
was to try and find out a very guarded 
secret of the Japanese. By diligent ob- 
servation he discovered the secret: He 
stated that the secret was how the 
Japanese cavalry mount those tall 
horses. He explained that there is a 
rolled-up ladder on the left side of the 
horse and, after climbing up this lad- 
der and putting his foot in the stirrup, 
the Japanese soldier is up. 

He then told how he saw an Ameri- 
can lady, a Mrs. Stern, of New York, 
lie on a platform of a railway depot in 
Koupangtze while that town was being 
bombed by the Japanese and how this 
sight brought to his mind the follow- 
ing experience he had himself. He was 
down around the Mexican Border when 
on Mar. 9, 1916, Pancho Villa bombed 
the town of Columbus, N. M. General 
Pershing was sent in pursuit and the 
first time the Mexicans -were encount- 
ered was in an ambush in which two 
white officers and some enlisted men 


’ were killed, and incidentally, the same 


town where the late President Obregon 
had an arm blown off. Mr. Gibbons 
went on and told how he and a friend 
were seeking shelter while the place 
was being heavily shelled and, spotting 
a railroad car, they made a dash for 
it and crawled under. The shelling 
kept up for 30 minutes. They were 
nervous and kept smoking cigarettes. 
After things had quieted down they 
crawled from under the car and com- 
ing out on the opposite side they were 
met by a man who was sitting in the 
doorway of the car. This man asked 
them what they were doing smoking 
cigarettes under his car. Whereupon, 
Gibbons friend said, “What do you 
care?”’; and in reply the man answered, 
“I am the chief of Pancho Villa’s dyna- 
miters and I have 60,000 pounds of it 
in this car!” 3 

Mr. Gibbons told the audience that 
he was very glad to have the oppor- 
tunity of seeing everyone and that the 
sight of the good old American flag, 
after trying to eat with chopsticks and 
sleeping on baggage racks of these so-- 
called pullmans,: was surely a grand 
sight. 

He concluded by saying that the 
members of the regiment should all be 
proud and happy for the opportunity 
of representing their country at w time 
which he considers to be the turning- 
point of the world’s history.

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Senator Hale’s Speech 


REDICTING that the time will come 
when the people of the country will 
bitterly regret our feeble naval policy, 
Senator Frederick Hale, of Maine, 
chairman of the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee of the Senate, speaking over a 
coast-to-coast radio network on George 
Washington’s birthday, called for the 
adoption of legislation providing for 
building the Navy up to treaty limits. 
“With the world in its present chaotic 
condition, and with the apparent fail- 
ure of all treaties to guarantee world 
peace, it is inconceivable folly and not 
part of real economy to fail to provide 
in full measure for the national defense 
of our country,” Senator Hale declared. 
The text of the address, the delivery 
of which was arranged for by the 
Washington Star, follows: 

This is the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington. No one 
man gave the country better counsel 
than did Washington in his farewell 
address. Among other things, he said, 
in speaking of the public credit: 

“One method of preserving it is to 
use it as sparingly as possible, avoid- 
ing occasions of expense by cultivat- 
ing peace, but remembering also, that 
timely disbursements to prepare for 
danger, frequently prevent much great- 
er disbursements to repel it.” 

At this particular crisis in world af- 
fairs, when civilization as we know it 
is faced with the possibility of utter 
ruin, we are not making the timely dis- 
bursements which might well prevent 
our being involved in that ruin should 
ruin unfortunately come. 

Our Navy, the natural and proven 
bulwark of our country against outside 
incursion, is being ‘gradually weakened 
by treaty limitations which we do not 
build up to, and allowed to deteriorate 
and decay through unwillingness on 
our part to replace our ships when 
those ships become obsolete. 

The purpose of the two disarmament 
treaties, the Washington and London 
treaties, was not alone to reduce naval 
expenditures, but to make war less 
probable between the nations taking 
part. Certain ratios were established 
between Great Britain, Japan and the 
United States, which, if lived up to, 
would make a war between any two of 
the countries an uncertain and hazard- 
ous enterprise. Yet we, the richest and 
most envied nation in the world, have 
not kept up our Navy to the strength 
allotted us, while the others to a very 
considerable extent have done so. 

As a result, we find ourselves with a 
Navy at the present time more than 
half of whose ships are obsolete. Our 
Navy is not nearly the equal of the 
British Navy, and instead of being 
kept up to a ratio of 5 to 3% with 
Japan, as permitted by treaties, is, as 
far as immediate availability of ships 
is concerned, on a footing of practical 
equality with that country. With a 
Navy merely equal to that of Japan 
we could not meet Japan on anything 
approaching equal terms in eastern 
waters, where, in case of war, the seat 
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of hostilities would undoubtedly be. So 
by not taking advantage of our treaty 
allotments and by allowing our Navy 
to deteriorate we have lost the security 
afforded us under the Washington and 
London treaties and are the more likely 
to become involved in difficulties with 
the other powers. 

It is imperative that we win back 
this security by building up to the ratio 
strength permitted us by these treaties. 

As matters now stand the naval sit- 
uation is as follows: We have not been 
for the last 10 years and are not now 
proposing to appropriate a sufficient 
amount of money per year to keep up, 
through replacement of obsolete ships, 
even so incomplete a Navy as we now 
have, nor are we taking any new steps 
to build our Navy up to the strength 
allotted us under the Washington and 
London treaties. 

If no new ships are authorized and 
built before the expiration of the Lon- 
don treaty, at the close of the year 
1936, we shall at that time have but 
68 modern ships in our Navy. Great 
Britain, under existing programs al- 
ready appropriated for, will have 119 
modern ships and Japan will have 156 
modern ships. 

We shall, in modern ships. be 132 
ships below our treaty allowance, 
Great Britain 85 below her allowance 
and Japan only 7 ships below her al- 
lowance—a very miserable showing 
ours for the richest country in the 
world, and especially deplorable when 
it is considered that we are spending 
per capita, based on our annual per 
capita income, less than one-third 
what Great Britain, France and Italy 
are spending on their navies and less 
than one-fifth what Japan is spending 
on her Navy. 

With a far greater property value to 
protect than any of these countries, we 
are begrudging to the Army and Navy 
the support which will enable them in 
case of war to guarantee our security 
and continued existence as a Nation. 

Such was the natural hatred of war 
engendered by the experience of the 
world in the World War, with its evil 
consequences, that an almost united 
world has bent its efforts toward mak- 
ing war impossible for the future. 
Every decent man and woman would 
like to see such a consummation 
brought about, and to bring it about 
peace treaties have been negotiated 
and agreements have been entered into 
limiting certain forms of armament. 
The net result is that as far as writ- 
ten agreements are concerned the 
world is to a considerable extent guar- 
anteed against war, but as far as the 
actual stopping of war is concerned, 
we seem to be as far from our goal as 
we were at the conclusion of the World 
War. 

The situation in the East, I think, 
conclusively shows that massed world 
opinion will not operate to maintain 
world peace, and that no nation rely- 
ing upon treaties can safely afford to 
neglect its national defense. 

The whole pacifist argument for dis- 
armament depends upon the practical 
and effectual restraint imposed by 
treaties. If treaties can no longer be 
relied upon and if against world opin- 
ion any one country can take such in- 
dependent action as it sees fit, there is 
no longer any security in the written 
word and anything but proportionate 
disarmament, instead of becoming a 
panacea for war, becomes an encour- 
agement to war. 

The pacifist argument that if we do 
not keep up our Navy other nations 
will follow our example has_ been 
proven to be without foundation by 
what has happened in the world since 
the signing of the Washington treaty. 
While we have let our Navy run down, 
all of the other naval powers, including 
France and Italy, have materially added 
to their navies, so that our ratio of 
naval strength compared to theirs has 
steadily gone down. 

The time will come when this feeble 
naval policy of ours will be bitterly 
regretted by the people of our country, 
and the small tempcrary savings that 
we shall have made on our naval estab- 
lishment will be rapidly wiped out 
should we be drawn into a war that 
might well have been averted had we 
been properly prepared. 

Toward the close of the World War, 
when we had half the civilized world 
as our allies, we were spending as 
much money to carry on the war in 
one month as it would take to build up 
an entirely new full treaty Navy. 

No one can predict the future. Ap- 
parently wars are still likely to oceur. 
If other countries go to war, we should 





be strong enough ourselves to keep 
from becoming involved. So strong 
that no country itself at war would 
dare to violate our neutrality and make 
of us an antagonist. Should others 
make war on us, none can foretell the 
alignment that might take place. 

We might have to fight alone against 
the country warring upon us. We 
might have allies, as we had in the 
World War, or we might find ourselves 
called upon to fight alone and depend 
entirely on our own resources against 
a combination of nations. 

In any event, whatever form the war 
might take we would be infinitely bet- 
ter off if prepared at the commence- 
ment of hostilities than if forced to 
prolong the war until an adequate 
naval force could be built up. War- 
ships are not built overnight. It is a 
very easy matter to beat swords into 
plowshares, buf it is a long and weary 
task to beat plowshares back into 
swords. 

In these difficult times of depression, 
the Congress is taking and should take 
all the possible steps to economize. All 
ordinary expenses of the Government 
should be cut to the bone, and this 
should apply as well to expenditures 
for the Army and the Navy, provided 
the cut does not interfere with the 
efficiency of the two services, but with 
the world in its present chaotic condi- 
tion, and with the apparent failure of 
all treaties to guarantee world peace, 
it is inconceivable folly and not part 
of real economy to fail to provide in 
full measure for the national defense 
of our country. 

Legislation has been introduced in 
both Houses of Congress authorizing 
the President to build our Navy up to 
the full strength of the London treaty. 
H. R. 8230, the “Vinson” bill, is before 
the Committee on Naval Affairs of the 
House of Representatives, and S. 51, 
my own bill, is before the Committee 
on Naval Affairs of the Senate. 

The bills differ somewhat in their 
scope, but both authorize the building 
up of the Navy to the full limits of 
the London treaty. These bills have 
the whole-hearted support of the 
American Legion and of many other 
patriotic societies. If other patriotic 
men and women, who believe in pre- 
paredness and who think that we 
should maintain a Navy that is capa- 
ble of protecting our country, our 
rights and our neutrality, will give 
their active support to this legislation, 
and will see that their Senators and 
Representatives in Congress are ap- 
prised of their wishes, it. will help us 
greatly to secure a Navy that will ade- 
quately safeguard our country.

Navy P. G. School 


ESTABLISHMENT of a branch Navy 

Postgraduate School at the Univer. 
sity of California at Berkeley, Calif. 
both as an economy and an efficiency 
measure, was favored by Rear Adm, 
F. B. Upham, chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, at hearings before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee Tues- 
day and Wednesday. 


Admiral Upham testified there would 
be a saving of $40,000 in transporta- 
tion alone; that housing conditions are 
better in California; thac rents are 
lower and the cost of living lower. Be. 
sides, he testified, it would be advan- 
tageous to place the postgraduate offi. 
cers in a civilian university atmos. 
phere. 


No legislation is necessary for the 
establishment of the school, as it igs 
planned to be accomplished with exist- 
ing funds and without construction of 
any buildings, or procurement of in- 
structors. Arrangements are being 
made with the University of California 
for the desired curriculum. The hear. 
ing by the Naval Committee was held 
at the request of several members of 
Congress, and the committee intends 
to determine whether it believes the 
proposal advisable. 


Under the plan there would be two 
postgraduate schools, the proposed one 
on the West Coast and the present one 
at Annapolis. Officers attached to ves- 
sels on the East Coast selected for post- 
graduate instruction would go to the 
Naval Academy, while those from the 
West Coast would be assigned to the 
University of California, thus saving 
considerable in transportation costs. 


Vigorous objection to the move was 
made by Representative Stephen W. 
Gambrill (Democrat), Maryland, a 
member of the committee. He de- 
clared that Admiral Wilson was the 
only Naval Academy superintendent 
ever to favor a change, that Admiral 
Nulton saw no advantages to be gained, 
and Admiral Robinson was emphatical- 
ly opposed to the move. 


Representative Gambrill read a let- 
ter from Admiral Robinson setting 
forth the advantages of Annapolis over 
any Pacific coast location, and holding 
the Naval Academy has the finest 
equipment for this highly specialized 
training of any institution in the 
country. 


The Maryland representative criti- 
cized the Navy Department for the ex- 
tent of its postgraduate operations. He 
declared that 600 officers, or 10 per 
cent of the number in the Navy, are 
now going to some school, and that offi- 
cial enrollment in schools will reach 
725 this year. 


Admiral Upham testified that choice 
of Berkeley as an advantageous loca- 
tion for the postgraduate school was 
“his own idea.” He said selection of 
the University of California’s branch 
site in Los Angeles, Calif., also had 
been under consideration, but this loca- 
tion was rejected because of its prox- 
imity to Hollywood, Calif. 


He said the Navy Department’s se- 
lection of Berkeley “was as much of a 
surprise to California as it was to 
Maryland,” and that they had been im- 
pelled in their choice “only by the ad- 
vantages that would accrue.” 


Representative William E. Evans 
(Republican), California, declared the 
Navy need not have altered its choice 
of a more Southern location because of 
the nearness of Hollywood. 


“You have never had any difficulty 
with officers stationed at your San 
Pedro base, so far as Hollywood was 
concerned, have you?” he asked the 
Navigation Bureau head. 


Admiral Upham replied he would 
“rather not answer that question.” 


Representative John J. Delaney 
(Democrat), New York, declared he 
was in favor of keeping the postgrad- 
uate facilities concentrated right where 
they are, but if it must be changed 
he thought New York the next most 
preferable location. He said he intend- 
ed to prepare a statement setting forth 
advantages of a New York location. 


Earlier, when he asked Admiral Up- 
ham if he could guess what location 
he (Representative Delaney) had in his 
mind as the most favorable next te 
Annapolis, Admiral Upham guessed 
“Tampa, Fla.”

COOK DEFEATS PLEBES 
West Point, N. Y.—Cook Academy 
defeated the Army Plebes at basket- 
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Fighting in Shanghai 
(THIRTY days of ‘conflict at Shang- 

hai, between the Chinese and Jap- 
anese, have resulted to date in what 
amounts to a Chinese victory. The 
Japanese have not been able to fulfill 
their mission either by ejecting the 
Chinese armed forces from the Shang- 
hai Area or by inflicting on them a 
defeat in the field. 


To date the fighting has divided it- 
self into three phases. The first con- 
sisted of an effort by Chinese naval 
forces to eject the Chinese armed 
forces from that part of the Chinese 
City of Shanghai, which is a center of 
Japanese commercial activity. Upon 
the failure of this effort, the Japanese 
brought up army troops in an amount 
of less than one division. A double at- 
tack was attempted; the first in ex- 
tension of their original attempt to 
clear out the Chapei section of Shang- 
hai and the second to capture the 
Woosung Forts by military action. 
Both these attacks broke down. For 
the first effort army troops were 
brought into the Shanghai Area to a 
total amount of two divisions, which 
with naval forces amounted to ap- 
proximately 25,000 men. With this 
force it was attempted to mask the 
Woosung Forts by a holding attack 
and at the same time push forward 
against the Chinese left. While pro- 
gress has been made in this effort, and 
the Japanese line advanced in some 
places as much as two miles, the Chi- 
nese lines are still intact. It is now 
reported that at least two Japanese 
divisions are on their way to Shang- 
hai and it is rumored that three more 
are under orders. This would indi- 
cate that the Japanese are planning to 
place as many as 100,000 men in the 
Shanghai Area. 


The Chinese forces opposed to the 
Japanese originally consisted of the 
19th Route Army, three divisions ap- 
proximately 50,000 strong. They have 
been reenforced by two additional 
divisions and the present total of Chi- 
nese troops in the area may be esti- 
mated at 75,000. They ‘are poorly 
equipped, judged by modern standards, 
having little artillery, no tanks and 
practically no aviation. They are 
amply supplied with machine guns and 
small arms. 

The scene of the fighting extends 
from Soochow Creek, in the city of 
Shanghai, to the Woosung Forts, a dis- 
tance of about 14 miles in a south and 
north line. For a third of the distance 
the opposing lines are actually in the 
midst of a modern city and any action 
in this area is necessarily by street 
fighting. The rest of the distance lies 
in a flat alluvial plane crossed by hun- 
dreds of tidal creeks and with water 
almost at the surface of the ground. 
From this plane rise numerous villages 
which are built on artificial banks, usu- 
ally at a height of some 10 feet above 
norma! ground level. The plane is also 
covered with groups of Chinese grave 
mounds which give almost unlimited 
cover for individual soldiers and ma- 
chine guns. 

It is apparent that the Japanese of- 
fensive on the plane have been stopped 
by a well coordinated system of ma- 
chine gun defense, plus the many ob- 
stacles to quick movement provided by 
the creeks and mud. The Japanese at 
the present time have employed artil- 
lery in about the same proportion that 
we allot in our Army for normal open 
warfae. Because the Chinese artillery 
is so poor, however, this gives the Jap- 
anese actually a great preponderance. 
The Japanese have used aviation for 
bombing purposes as much as possible, 
but have been hindered by bad weather. 
They have made at least three light 
tank attacks, but the muddy soil has 
prevented the effective use of these 
weapons. The Japanese attacks have 





been delivered with a view to econo- 
mizing casualties as much as possible. 
Their procedure is to endeavor to bat- 
ter down the Chinese machine gun de- 
fense and then to occupy the ground 
that has been cleared. In the event 

















































Japanese Ship Construction 


APM. WILLIAM V. PRATT, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, issued 
the following statement: ‘ 

“The New York Times of Thursday, 
Feb. 25, 1932, published an article stat- 
ing that according to official reports 
received at the Navy Department, Ja- 
pan was now taking steps to begin 
the construction of four 8,500-ton cruis- 
ers, one of which was to be a flying 
deck cruiser. The article further stated 
that in the opinion of American naval 
experts this would signify the abroga- 
tion by Japan of the one-year naval 
construction holiday agreement signed 
by the United States, Great Britain, 
Japan, France and Italy, which became 
effective Nov. 1 last. 

“The Navy Department has received 
no official report regaraing the con- 
struction in Japan of a flying deck 
cruiser. Relative to the statement that 
the construction of these four vesseis 
would be in contravention of the holi- 
day agreement, such is not believed to 
be the case, as in the cablegram of ac- 
ceptance of the naval building holiday 
addressed by the Japanese Government 
to the Secretary-General of the League 
of Nations, dated Oct. 29, 1931, the 
following statement appears: ‘.* * * 
the Japanese Government is of opinion 
that the truce in question must not af- 
fect in any way the improvement in 
the organization and equipment of the 
army which will be carried out within 
the limits of the budget already voted, 
nor the execution of programs already 
approved by Parliament. Further, the 
Japanese Government makes its under- 
taking in regard to the truce in ques- 
tion conditional on its neighbors, and 
especially those not members of the 
League of Nations, being bound by the 
same obligations as itself.’ ' 

“In Dec., 1930, the Japanese press 
stated that their Government had ap- 
propriated for a naval building pro- 
gram to extend over the years 1931-36. 
This program consisted of: Four 8,500- 
ton cruisers, twelve 1,400-ton destroy- 
ers, nine submarines, one minelayer, 
three small minelayers, four torpedo 
(2?) boats, five minesweepers, also 
twelve new air squadrons to be added. 

“From the wording of the Japanese 
Government’s acceptance of the naval 
building holiday, it would seem that 
the Japanese provided the holiday 
would not interfere with the continua- 
tion of the above-mentioned naval pro- 
gram. Two cruisers, three destroyers 
and two submarines of the above pro- 
gram have been laid down. The other 
types of ships included in the program 
are unlimited by the London Treaty. 

“In view of the statement in the

have at this time expressed certain 
opinions, I desire to give the impar- 
tial facts. It is undoubtedly true that 
Japan is building to full treaty 
strength, as is her legal right. There 
is no evidence that she is attempting 
to go beyond this.”

that the machine guns have not been 
knocked out, the attackers usually | 
withdraw.

T IS ASTOUNDING that with war clouds hanging as they are over the inter- 
national relations of the United States, there should continue in the House 
of Representatives the movement to cripple the National Defense. The Senate, 
with a better understanding of conditions, at least, has taken a step toward 
providing an adequate Navy. The credit therefor belongs to the able Senator 
from Maine, Mr. Hale, who is conscious of the peril in which the Nation is in- 
volved and wishes to avert it by showing a preparedness that will cause a hostile 
government to pause before attacking. On the part of the Land Forces, we find 
Secretary Hurley engaging in necessary controversy with Democratic leaders 
who want to reduce the Army, and in time of difficulty to install a new system 
of administration of the Services. It is fortunate that a man of the force and 
ability of Mr. Hurley is now at the head of the War Department. Aside from 
his distinguished World War service, for three years he has been at work in the 
Department, and has an expert knowledge which the country recognizes and 
Congress cannot afford to disregard. Moreover, and this has an important bear- 
ing upon the outcome, he has the complete backing of the President and thorough 
information about the policies of the Administration in connection with the Sino- 
Japanese war. Under such circumstances, his voice ought to be listened to by 
_ the anti-defense champions at the Capitol. That it is heard by the country is 
demonstrated by the demands reaching Washington that there be no reduction 
in the strength of the Army and Navy and Marine Corps, but that both be in- 
creased to the point where they can be depended upon to take care of the national 
interest. 





‘THAT THE COUNTRY may center responsibility for the attempts being made 
to imperil its safety, we print below the names of the men actively engaged 
in the movement to effect strength reductions, and to injure morale and efficiency:

TW‘OLERANCE IS THE CODE of the American Army and Navy. In their com- 

missioned ranks and enlisted files are men of all religions and from the 
melting pot has emerged one race—the American. The attitude of the Service 
is well expressed by the Secretary of War in the following excerpt from a state- 
ment issued by him this week: 

“As an officer of the United States Army, you must know that the attitude 
of this one isolated individual (an assailant of the patriotism and bravery of the 
Jewish people) in no way reflects that of the War Department, nor of the pre- 
ponderant element of the officers and enlisted men who make up our Army. The 
War Department recognizes neither creed nor race. Personally and officially I 
am proud of American Jews in our Army today and of those who served in the 
World War.” 

When we recall that Jews have served in every war, including the Revolu- 
tion, that in our cemeteries in France are graves marked by the Cross and the 
Star of David, that three medals of honor, one hundred and fifty Distinguished 
Service Crosses and more than 1.100 Citations for valor were awarded to soldiers 
of Jewish ancestry during the World War, and that Jewish sons either are in 
uniform today or preparing as reserve officers to fight for the Flag, it is proper 
that the Secretary of War should speak as he has done. 
ally condemn assertions reflecting upon the patriotism and bravery of the Jew, 
knowing from experience that they as citizens will valiantly support and uphold 
the Nation in any hour of trial. 





r IS A curious fact of human psychology that men and women who denounce 

war and declaim against preparedness are always the champions of agressive 
action that will provoke war when we are unready for it. Japan invaded the 
Yangtze-Kiang region as an answer to the Chinese boycott, yet some of our lead- 
ers, complying with pacifist sentiment, are urging the use of this same weapon 
to force the Tokyo Government to cease its military operations against its Far 
Eastern neighbor. Japan properly has said that the Covenant of the League of 
Nat’ons specifically recognizes the boycott as an instrument of force, and it may 
be accepted that its employment by us would be regarded as an act of war. For- 
tunately, the President is sane and level-headed, and the country can depend 
upon him not to take a step so portent of a struggle of ominous consequences 
not only for the United States but for humanity. The Army and Navy have no 
delusions about a war with Japan. They do not want it and hope it will not come. 
They do not want it because they clearly see it offers no gain for the United 
States, and, indeed, will be to our injury, even though we win, which in the end 
would be certain. It is recognized, however, that internal political conditions 
may force the Japanese Government to words and acts which must be resented, 
and if so the Services may be depended upon to uphold the Flag with efficiency 
and effectiveness. But to do so at the least cost, it is essential that they be 
made strong, that their morale be sustained and that they be supplied with the 
necessary material. Congress can so provide by increasing rather than reduc- 
ing personnel of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, by granting the 
pay increases which living conditions demand, and by appropriating for the 
necessary guns, ships and planes. We urge upon Congress the further thought 
that such provision made at this time will call a halt upon Japanese jingoism.

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| SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Army and the Public Works Bill—The effect of the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Cochran, chairman of the committee on expenditures, to set up an 
Administration of Public Works, and now under consideration by that commit- 
tee would be to transfer from the War Department to the exclusive jurisdiction 
of an Administrator of Public Works all matters pertaining to the design, con- 
struction, maintenance, operation and repair of: 

a. All structures required by peace-time military establishment of the 
United States with the exception of military fortifications and other like facili- 
ties, and 

b. All structures and public works of a non-military character now com- 
mitted by law to the Secretary of War, with the exception of the Panama Canal, 
together with such authority, powers and duties over the same as the law now 
imposed upon the Secretary of War. . 

The construction required by the peace-time military establishment is now 
committed to the Quartermaster General, with the exception of telephone and 
radio systems placed under the Chief Signal Officer, seacoast fortifications placed 
under the Chief of Engineers, construction for the National Guard, supervised 
by the Chief of the Militia Bureau in conjunction with State authorities, and cer- 
tain construction in connection with manufacturing arsenals under the Chief of 
Ordnance. 

Incalculable harm would be done to the arms and services concerned should 
they be denied this type of training work now done by them. Without such 
duties they would be seriously handicapped in times of emergency because of the 
lack of practical training. 

Aside from the strictly military objections to transfering the work of the 
Corps of Engineers to the Administrator of, Public Works, it is believed that 
there are other considerations that raise some doubts as to the advisability of 
the proposal. It is doubtful if the work could be performed more efficiently or 
to any greater benefit to the Government by another organization. Certainly it 
would be necessary to fill the positions now held by officers with civilian ap- 
pointees whose salaries for comparable abilities would be far in excess of those 
now being paid. The success which a new organization will attain on this work 
will depend on the perspective in which the problems which are involved in the 
improvement of our waterways are viewed. It is possible that the approach to 
these problems by a new organization without background and tradition may be 
entirely from the wrong direction. The success of the Corps of Engineers on 
this work has been due largely to the detachment with which it has been able to 
view problems of a controversial nature. Although such an attitude naturally 
has not met with entirely unqualified approval, it may safely be said that it has 
won the confidence of the country as a whole.

Brig. Gen. Joseph P. Tracy from Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans Division, 
War Department General Staff, Washington, D. C., to Commandant of the Coast 
Artillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va., and command of the 3rd Coast Artillery Dis- 
trict, effective Aug. 31, 1932. 


Wearing of Aiguilettes Restricted to Aides—In view of the large number of 
naval officers now serving on staff duty afloat, in purely administrative status, it 
has been decided to restrict the wearing of aiguilettes to those officers who do, 
in fact, serve as personal aides, for which service aiguillettes were originally 
intended. 

In the future, of the officers serving on the staffs of flag officers afloat, only 
the flag secretary and the flag lieutenant will be ordered as aides. They will be 
ordered to report to a flag officer designated by name, for duty as aide on his 
staff. Officers intended for administrative duty on a flag officer’s staff will be 
ordered to report to the designated flag officer by title, for the particular ad- 
ministrative duty assigned. 

The present practice of ordering officers as sides to flag officers on shore 
duty will be continued. 
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The Results of Reserve Officers Training Corps Work—Much credit is due the 
Research Organization on Military Education and its representative, Lt. Col. 
Ralph Chesney Bishop, FA-Res.. for the detailed survey on the results of ROTC 





.. these two Services will crowd the galleries on that day, it is expected. 
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work, and to the United States Office of Education for publishing it. This sus- 
vey, as published by the United States Office of Education, Department of In- 
terior, is summarized in another column of this issue. 

In conducting the survey Colonel Bishop went direct to the point. Instead 
of confining his questionnaires to pedagogues, Colonel Bishop addressed his 
queries to the man most concerned—the man who has taken ROTC training and 
is now out of college and able to determine for himself the value of such ex- 
perience. 

The results constitute a direct blow to the pavifist element which has been 
deprecating military training in the schools and colleges as of no educational 
value and a producer of the so-called “spirit of militarism.” The survey shows 
97.1 per cent reporting that their ROTC training was of definite educational 
value. As to the training having produced in the students a militaristic atti- 
tude inimical to world peace, as charged by pacifists, 93.6 per cent reported that 
it did not. Only 1.5 per cent were in favor of abolishing ROTC from collegiate 
institutions while 81 per cent favored making it a required subject for the first 
two years. 

The document as published by the Department of the Interior deserves caree 
ful study by every student of National Defense. 


Training and the Proposed New Infantry Drill—Some interesting training experi- 
ments were conducted recently at the 29th Infantry Recruit Center by Lt. Col. 
Elvid Hunt and ist Lt. Godwin Ordway, jr., involving basic training of w group of 
recruits who had not had previous military instruction. The experiment indicated 
that it requires a very short period to train recruits to maneuver smoothly in 
the simple movements of the proposed new infantry drill regulations, however, 
when the close order is to be used for disciplinary drill, the nature of the new 
formations centers the attention of commanders upon the set up and carriage of 
his men and upon the precision of the manual of arms, and of course the attain- 
ment of such precision increases the training time. Colonel Hunt demonstrated 
the average items with use of expert instructors. He also demonstrated that 
the close order movements of the new drill, the manual of arms, and precise sim- 
ple setting up exercises afford ample means for necessary disciplinary drills, 
The 29th Infantry is interested in further experiments in basic training, espe- 
cially intensive war-time training of recruits in essentials of field service and 
musketry, also in the continuation of unit training of recruits both with experi- 
enced non-commissioned officers and with non-commissioned officers selected from 
among the recruits themselves.

Field Artillery Firing Tables—Brig. Gen. William M. Cruikshank, Commandant 
of the Field Artillery School, announced this week receipt of the new Firing 
Tables for the 75-mm. gun, Model 1897 (French). The new Tables are desig- 
nated 75-B-2. The Extension Course Section now is engaged in revising the 
Gunnery subcourses to be -printed this year, to bring them into accord with the 
new Firing Tables. 

It will be of considerable interest to all field artillerymen to know that the 
probable error for.range and deflection and the fork have been reduced in the 
Tables about one-third. These new values are arrived at after considerable 
research and firing by both Ordnance and Field Artillery personnel and are ex- 
pected to permit the obtaining of the desired effect on invisible targets with 
reduced expenditure of ammunition.

Naval Research Laboratory Under Bureau of Engineering—The Secretary of the 
Navy directed this week that General Order No. 223, placing the administration 
of the Naval Research Laboratory under the cognizance of the Bureau of En- 
gineering, should go into full effect. 

Heretofore, the Naval Research Laboratory, since its founding ten years ago, 
has been directly under the Seeretary of the Navy. Funds for the upkeep of the 
experimental station were borne to some extent by the various Navy Depart- 
ment bureaus for which the laboratory performed work, and there was consider- 
able dissatisfaction with this arrangement on the part of the bureaus, who felt 
that control should be in the hands holding the purse-strings. Last Fall, General 
Order No. 223, was issued which provides that the laboratory shall operate under 
the Bureau of Engineering (which supplies the bulk of the work and funds for 
the station.) Many protests, however, were received following this action, fear 
being expressed for the future of research and exprimentation in the Navy with 
the Research Laboratory “subordinated” under one of the bureaus for which it 
performed work. As a result of the protests, the Secretary of the Navy directed 
that the order be held in abeyance for the time being and turned the whole mat- 
ter over to the General Board for study and recommendation. Hearings were 
held by the board and a report was submitted to the Secretary some days ago. 
This week, Secretary Adams directed that the General Order be carried into effect, 
and the laboratory be placed under the Bureau. 

The General Order follows in part: “* * * 2. The administration of the Naval 
Research Laboratory is hereby placed under the cognizance of the Bureau of 
Engineering. 3. There shall be attached to the laboratory an officer who will be 
designated ‘Director’ and who will have, under the direction of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, general charge of the work carried on in the laboratory. 
* * * 6, All correspondence both to and from the laboratory shall be sent through 
the Bureau of Engineering. 7. The laboratory will undertake such research and 
development work as may be authorized and financed by various bureaus and of- 
fices of the Navy Department, and the Director shall issue necessary orders for 
its execution. Work for other Governmental Departments will be undertaken in 
accordance with existing instructions. * * *”

Service Legislation to Be Considered—Legislation of importance to members of 
the Service may be brought before the House of Representatives for considera- 
tion on Wednesday, March 2, and there is expectation that it may be passed at 
that time.

(Continued from First Page) 
years has been that the responsibility 
should be lodged with the Executive, 
with the right of Congress to review 
the actions taken.

Urges Action 

Later, Feb. 23, Mr. Byrns and Mr.

Mr. Byrns: “Mr. Speaker, on Jan. 
5 I introduced a bill in the House pro- 
viding for the consolidation of the 
Army and the Navy under a depart- 
ment to be known as the Department 
of National Defense.

(Ap- 
plause.) 

“But I submit that the legislative 

reference bureau, which has in it, as 
you gentlemen who have had experi- 
ence know, men who are competent and 
who have made a study of the prepara- 
tion of legislation, certainly are better 
prepared to draft a bill of this sort 
than any of the members of the House. 
It was for this reason, and because of 
the importance of the legislation, that 
I asked the legislative reference bu- 
reau to prepare the bill, and I intro- 
duced it as they handed it to me. 
; “Now, so much for the fact it is 
poorly drawn.’ I think the mere state- 
ment I have made will serve to con- 
tradict any such statement that may 
have been made to the contrary. I 
have said on the floor of this House 
several times—and I say it with all 
the earnestness of my nature—there 
has not been a bill introduced in this 
House which, if it is passed, will do 
more to conserve the public money and 
Save millions of dollars than this par- 
ticular bill or some bill of this par- 
ticular kind. 

“All I ask this committee to do is to 
Teport the bill out and give the mem-

I have understood there are one or two 
other members of the minority in fa- 
vor of it, but the opposition—and I am 
speaking plainly—comes from a few 
Democrats over on this side who, not- 
| withstanding the long delay, were not 
ready to vote for it, and thereby foreed 
| it to be referred to a subcommittee 
‘last Saturday. 

“The bill has the earnest support of 
the great Speaker of this House. (Ap- 
plause.) It was introduced after con- 
| sultation with him, and he has declared 
repeatedly that this-bill or a bill of 
| similar nature ought to be passed. I 
i am not putting it on partisan grounds, 
| but I do say that the Democrats on 
that committee ought to be willing with 
respect to this bill, which has the of- 
| ficial sanction of the official leaders of 
| the House, to permit it to come out 
| and be voted upon.” : 


Explanation 

Mr. Cochrane, of Missouri: “I want 
to say to the gentleman from Tennes- 
see that there were two such bills be- 
fore the committee, one of them was 
also introduced in the last Congress. 
The gentleman’s bill was introduced in 
this Congress. The committee held 
hearings, and at the conclusion of the 
hearings we considered the bill in 
executive session.

No “Railroading” 

Mr. Cochran, of Missouri: “I will 
state that the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Executive Departments has 
held hearings upon the bill to create 
a department of national defense. It 
was only introduced Jan. 5. The hear- 
ings were closed last Thursday. On 
Saturday an executive session was held. 
| Suggestions were made at the hear- 
ings which the ‘committee thought 
should be considered, and very properly 
so. After discussing the matter at 
| some length the committee voted to re- 
| fer the two bills to a subcommittee of 
| five, to make such changes, if any 
| changes are necessary, and report the 
| bills back to the full committee. 

“It matters not to me whether the 
Speaker of the House or the chairman ~« 
' of the Committee on Appropriations 
| are for this legislation. I do not pro- 
| pose to railroad such a bill through 
| the committee. I do not propose to 
) destroy the future usefulness of that 








committee by taking such action. (Ap- 
plause.) I want this bill to be properly 
considered, and I want every member 
of the committee who is opposed to it 
to have a fair opportunity, in execu- 
tive session, to speak their views upon 
the bill. That is orderly procedure. 


“If gentlemen will wait just a few 
days, I think we will have a vote upon 
the bill in the committee. 


“They are asking a committee to do 
something in six weeks that ‘certain 
members of Congress have been trying 
to do for 30 years, and I think it is 
unfair to try to rush us in the consid- 
eration of that measure. 

“I am in favor of the bill, and I 
think if properly administered it will, 
as the gentleman from Tennessee (Mr. 
Byrns) says, save this country millions 
upon millions. I. am -convinced that 
there is duplication and overlapping 
that can be eliminated by proper ad- 
ministration; but, Mr. Speaker, this 
bill does not affect two small bureaus 
of the Government, it affects two great 
departments of the Government and 
while hearings have been held on sim- 
ilar bills on many occasions in the past 
members of this committee were not 
present at those hearings. Why, the 
hearings have not as yet been received 
from the printers. They have just 
been sent there and will be ready by 
Saturday. Even if the bill was in it 
it would not displace the appropria- 
tion bill that is waiting and is booked 
for consideration. Just. let us handle 
this matter in a proper way; and, I 
think, if you do the bill will get along 
better when it reaches the floor. This 
committee has a duty to perform, and 
it desires to perform it in an orderly 
way. It has some responsibility in this 
matter.

temporary, emergency, seasonal, or cooperative 

positions. 

It is interesting to note, in the above 
provision, the addition of the clause 
“That from the date of this Act to and 
including June 30, 1933, payment for 
personal services made in accordance 
herewith shall constitute payment in 
full for such services.” This clause was 
not in the supply bill for the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. It appears that the 
committee is trying to take double pre- 
caution against any officer recovering 
later the pay increases denied him un- 


der this act. 

Assuming that the same provisions 
apply to the Army and Navy as are car- 
ried in the bill for the Coast Guard, it 
would appear that the net effect would 
be to deny officers or enlisted men any 
pay increases based pureiy on length 
of service. Promotions apparently 
would continue unaffected, and any pay 
increases accompanying promotion and 
due solely to promotion would be grant- 
ed, it seems. Also the entering of new 
classes at the Naval and Military acade- 
mies would be permitted and the com- 
missioning of the academy graduates, 
if not obstructed by other considera- 
tions, would not be affected by the bill. 

The filling of vacancies in the non- 
commissioned ranks also appears to be 
permitted, as would enlistments and 
reenlistments, otherwise authorized, be 
continued. Longevity pay increases for 
enlisted men would cease, however, the 
same as for officers. 

The following discussion took place 
on the floor of the House Feb. 23 
when the pay “freezing” amendment 
applying to the Coast and Geoditic 
Survey was under consideration: 

Mr. Oliver, of Alabama: “Mr. 

. Chairman, I offer the following amend- 
ment.” 

The clerk read as follows: 

“Page 124, line 23, strike out the pe- 
riod after the word ‘act,’ insert a colon 
and the following: “Provided further, 
That from the date of this act, includ- 
ing June 30, 1933, payment for per- 
sonal services made in accordance 
herewith shall constitute payment in 
full for such services.” 

The question was taken, and the 
amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. LaGuardia: “Now, Mr. Chair- 
man, I move to strike out all of sec- 
tion 2. Mr. Chairman, this is an 
amendment that I have offered in every 
appropriation bill, and shall continue to 
do so. for the reason that I believe the 
provision is unfair, unjust, and un- 
necessary, and does not carry out any 
economy at all. I believe that the ef- 
ficiency of the service will be so im- 
paired if this provision is carried out 
as to offset any apparent saving. In 
addition to that, there is in this pro- 
vision increases, the same as applies 
to the Post Office, to the Army and the 
Navy, where the pay is fixed by law 
with automatic yearly increases, par- 
ticularly in respect to the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. I am going to leave 
that part of the section to the gentle- 
man from Michigan (Mr. Mapes). Add- 
ed to the section in this bill makes the 
limitation even more objectionable. If 
by this method we are going to cut off 
salaries fixed by law, it will be mani- 
festly unfair to all of these employees 
who are entitled to these yearly in- 
creases. It is part of their pay. 
have been voted down on this amend- 
ment in every other bill, but by no 
means is this provision yet accepted 
by the Congress. Another body that 
has to act upon it and a committee of 
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that body has, already stricken out this 
limitation from the agricultural appro- 
priation bill.” : ‘ 

Mr. McCormack: “May I say to the 
gentleman he is not alone in this 
proposition; that I am with him?” 

Mr. LaGuardia: “Yes; and I hope 
the gentleman and others who are with 
me will not be discouraged. The meth- 
od employed is not right and we must 
continue the fight.” 

Mr. Kvale: “If I understood the 
amendment that was sboved across so 
quickly a moment or two ago, I be- 
lieve its effect will be to automatically 
eliminate any appeal that might be 
made later. In other words, I think 
the amendment stated that all pay- 
ments made to the end of the next fiscal 
year would be in full for services, and 
that automatically stopped an appeal 
later on.” 

Mr. LaGuardia: “If we strike out 
the whole section, as my amendment 
provides, of course that vicious 
amendment will go out also. Here is 
something fixed by law, something that 
is a solmen contract, establishing the 
salaries of these employees, with year- 
ly automatic fixations. It is an at- 
tempt not only to cut them off, but to 
take away their legal right.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald: “And these em- 
ployees are looking forward to these 


“Yes; these in- 
creases are a part of their pay. Let 
us vote the section out of the bill and 
carry out what the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture has done.” 

Mr. Mapes: “Mr. Chairman, I move 
to strike out the last word and should 
like to have the attention of the chair- 
man of the committee for a moment. 
I direct the attention of the commit- 
tee to the language on page 124, line 
16, after the word ‘Provided,’ down to 
the and including the word ‘act’ in 
line 23, particularly to that part which 
reads, in line 16, after the word ‘Pro- 
vided,’ as follows: 

“*That no additional credits for serv- 
ice shall be allowed to any commis- 
sioned officer in the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey for purpose of base pay, or 
period pay, or for longevity pay before 
July 1, 1933; any increase of base or 
period pay for length of service or 
longevity pay, which would have been 
authorized under existing law before 
that date, shall become effective July 
1, 1933.’ - 

“Of course this increase 6n account 
of longevity was provided for in the 
so-called pay act of the different serv- 
ices passed in 1922. As I understand 
it, the Coast and Geodetic Survey is 
the first of those services to be affected 
by any appropriation thus far passed 
by the Committee on Appropriations. 
Has the full Committee on Appropria- 
tions taken a vote or adopted what 
may be termed a ‘policy’ to have this 
rule apply to all of the other services 
as the appropriation bills come in?” 

Mr. Oliver, of Alabama: “Yes. This 
amendment will apply to the other 
services to which the gentleman has 
referred, to wit, the Public Health 
Service, the Army, the Navy, the Ma- 
rine Corps, and the Coast Guard. It 
is not the purpose of the committee 
to have any limitation carried in one 
bill that does not apply to all other 
similar services.” 

Mr. Mapes: “I thank the gentleman 
for the information. I desire, how- 
ever, to call the attention of the com- 
mittee to just what this limitation does 
so far as the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey is concerned. It is in language 
which apparently covers the entire 
service, but I am told by members of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey that it 
really touches only 42 per cent of the 
officer personnel of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey.

“Devious Economy” 
(From the Baltimore Sun, Feb. 21) 
“FREPRESENTATIVE BYRNS, chair- 

man of the House Appropriations 
Committee, who is the most conspicu- 
out advocate of the plan to consolidate 
the War and Navy departments, claims 
that the adoption of this scheme would 
save $100,000,000 a year without im- 
pairing the efficiency of either the 
Army or the Navy. 

“One hundred million dollars is a 
tidy sum. Taxpayers upon whom 
heavier levies are about to fall in the 
process of balancing the budget would 
be glad to have the Government save 
such an amount. But why is it neces- 
sary to consolidate two military Serv- 
ices radically different in their organ- 
ization and their purposes to effect the 
saving? Presumably, the economies 
are to be brought about under the con- 
solidation scheme by the elimination of 





duplication, real or alleged, and by the 


establishment of a joint purchasing 
system. If these changes could be ef- 


fected without impairment of the effi- 
ciency of the Army or Navy under a 


they not be effected now? 


it must be accomplished by dropping 
men or discontinuing agencies now in 
operation. Why should not Congress 
provide for these changes direct, with- 
out going to the trouble of setting up 
a new super-government agency to 
bracket both the War and Navy de- 
partments and to bring into the Fed- 
eral service a new horde of bureau- 
cratic ‘coordinators’? And-~- if joint 
purchasing is desirable, why not pre- 
scribe it for the Army and Navy as 
now organized? 

“The idea that some elaborate hocus 
pocus of reorganization is always nec- 
essary before there can be any real 
economy in public administration is as 
chimerical in its way as the idea that 
some great super-state must be organ- 
ized before nations can disarm. Such 
an idea is especially unfortunate when 
it contemplates the consolidation of 
two agencies as different as the Army 
and the Navy, each of which is im- 
portant enough to warrant its direction 
by an officer of Cabinet rank.”

HE so-called “spirit of militarism” 
is not produced through instruction 
in the Reserve Officers Training Corps 
of American colleges and universities, 
according to testimony of more than 
93 per cent of 10,000 graduates of 54 
institutions. 
This question was one of a series put 
to the graduates of these institutions 
from which was compiled “A Study of 
the Educational Value of Military In- 
struction in Universities and Colleges” 
by Lt. Col. Ralph Chesney Bishop, FA- 
Res., and published by the United 

States Office of Education. 

The study, which was made public 
by the Department of the Interior and 
summarized in a statement issued Feb. 
20, asserts that the majority of the 
graduates who replied declared that 
“actual education in the destructive- 
ness of war is conducive to a sane pa- 
triotism and an enlightened attitude 
toward peace.” More than 6 per cent, 
however, stated that they assumed 
they were being trained for the next 
war which was inevitable. Eighty-one 
per cent stated that they felt the ROTC 
should be a required subject the first 
two years of college. Only 1.5 per 
cent favored abolishing the training. 
The statement of the Department fol- 
lows: 

Do the young men who took mili- 
tary training in our universities and 
colleges in the last decade think such 
training worth while? 

New light is thrown on this angle 
of the controversial question of mili- 
tary training by a study just released 
by the Office of Education, Department 
of the Interior, under the title, “A 
Study of the Educational Value of Mili- 
tary Instruction in University and Col- 
leges.” 

The study was made by Ralph Ches- 
ney Bishop, with the cooperation of 
the Office of Education. It reveals the 
fact that a very large percentage of 
students who took four years of mili- 
tary instruction in 54 major institu- 
tions of higher learning are satisfied 
that military training was a valuable 
contribution to their education. It 
should be pointed out that.they volun- 
tarily took this training which was op- 
tional and were therefore a selected 
group favorable to it. 

Eight questions were put to 16,416 
graduates of 1920 to 1930 classes, in- 
clusive. Replies were received from 
10,166. All types of institutions hav- 
ing ROTC units are represented in the 
study. Military schools are excluded. 

Five question took “yes” or “no” 
answers: 

1. In your opinion has the ROTC 
military course of study a definite edu- 
cational value of its own? “Yes,” 97.1 
per cent; “no,” 2.9 per cent. 

2. Did the ROTC contribute any- 
thing important or unique to your edu- 
cation? “Yes,” 94.9 per cent; “no,” 
5.1 per cent. , 

4. From your own experience, was 
the time spent on the training justified 
by the results obtained? “Yes,” 94.9 
per cent; “no,” 5.1 per cent. 

7. In your opinion, does the ROTC 
course of instruction tend to produce a 
militaristic attitude inimical to world 
peace? “Yes,” 6.4 per cent “no,” 93.6 
per cent. ; 

8. Judging by your own experience: 
a. Do you favor the ROTC as a re- 
quired subject for the first two years 
of college? “Yes,” 81 per cent; “no,” 
19 per cent. b. Would you make the 
entire course optional? “Yes,” 26.6 
per cent; “no,” 73.2 per cent. c. Would 
you abolish the ROTC from collegiate 
institutions? “Yes,” 1.5 per cent; 
“no,” 98.5 per cent. 

The other three questions were: 

3. How did the quality of the ROTC 
courses, in respect to content and or- 
ganization, compare with other courses 
given at your institution? Below av- 
erage in quality, 11.7 per cent; average 
in quality, 68 per cent; above average 
in quality, 20.3 per cent. 

5. In your opinion, did military train- 
ing aid or make easier the development 
in your own life of one or more of the 
qualities or characteristics listed be- 
low: Leadership, 79.1 per cent; initia- 
tive, 55.6 per cent; orderliness, 66.5 
per cent; disciplinary value, 81.6 per 
cent. 

6. In what way, if any, has the mili- 
tary education you have received been 
of economic value to you since gradua- 
tion? In improving physical develop- 
ment, 49.3 per cent; in helping to ob- 
tain first employment, 12.4 per cent. 

_ Graduates responding to the ques- 
tionnaire were encouraged to amplify 


not adequately express their attitudes. 
Many took advantage of the invitation. 
Summarization of their “remarks” pro- 
vides a collection of pro and con opin- 
ion ample enough to keep discussions 
on military education supplied with 
fuel for argument for some time to 
come. 

To the question which will be of 
-videst popular interest: “In your opin- 
ion does the ROTC course of instruc- 
tion tend to produce a militaristic atti- 
tude inimical to world peace?” the 
majority replied negatively. The bul- 
letin summarizes their response: “Ac- 
tual education in the destructiveness of 
war is conducive to a sane patriotism 
and an enlightened attitude toward 
peace.” They asserted that a working 
familiarity with modern military weap- 
ons acted as a sobering offset to any 
romantic conception of warfare. They 
pointed out that the ROTC is a train- 
ing and not a state of mind. It was 
their view that the military instructors 
on the whole had shown the repulsive 
side of warfare and had presented their 
material from the standpoint of its 
emergency application rather than 
from the standpoint of assuming the 
inevitability of war. 

The 6.4 per cent who replied affirma- 
tively to the question indicated that 
students assume that they are being 
trained for the next war and that the 
very expectation creates a positive be- 
lief in the inevitability of war. This 
group believed also that such training 
keeps alive a militaristic spirit at the 
moment when the United States is ad- 
vancing the Kellogg and other pacts 
for judicial settlement of all interna- 
tional disputes. It would be far bet- 
ter, some thought, to teach youth to 
think in terms of world-wide economic 
and political development rather than 
in patriotic terms which view our 
neighbors with alarm. 

In his letter of transmittal introduc- 
ing the study, Commissioner of Edu- 
cation William John Cooper says: 

“About a year ago Major Bishop in- 
formed me that his association, the Re- 
search Organization on Military Edu- 
cation, had received some money which 
could be used for the purpose of study- 
ing the status of military training in 
the colleges. In view of the fact that 
it was a much discussed question in the 
schools at the time, I decided to assist 
him by sending out a questionnaire to 
ROTC graduates. About 16,000 ques- 
tionnaires were mailed; more than 10,- 
000 returns were received. All the 
people who received these blanks were 
graduates in the period extending from 
1920 to 1930. Coming from those who 
have had experience with the course, 
the returns speak for themselves.”

Senator Reed’s Speech 


(Cttine the difficulties faced by China 
at the present time as an example 
of what may be expected from unpre- 
paredness, Senator David A. Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee, urged the mainte- 
nance of the Army at its present level 
to a nation-wide audience on Feb. 22. 

“During the decade of peace,” the 
Senator said, “we have gone on reduc- 
ing the size of the Army, and I think 
we have gone every bit as far as it is 
safe to go.” Senator Reed spoke dur- 
ing a program arranged by the Wash- 
ington Star in the National Radio 
Forum. 

The text of Senator Reed’s address 
follows: 

Since civilization began the experi- 
ence of men has taught that an army 
of some size is necessary in every na- 
tion for the maintenance of internal 
order and the repulse of external ene- 
mies. Most sane people regret that it 
is necessary, just as they regret that 
a fire department or a police force is 
necessary. Many idealists dream of 
a disarmed world in which no armies 
or navies would exist, but I believe 
that the vast majority of our people 
feel that this world has not yet reached 
such a state of idyllic reasonableness 
as would justify our complete disarm- 
ament. Any one who doubts it has 
only to look at China, where we find 
two great nations at death grips, al- 
though both of them are members of 
the League of Nations, both are mem- 
bers of the World Court, both have 
pledged their honor to observe the Kel- 
logg Peace Pact and both have signed 
the nine-power treaty of 1932, which 
yinds the signatories to respect the ter- 
ritorial integrity of China. Evidently 
this wicked world isn’t wholly reformed 
just because a lot of solemn statesmen 
sign a group of treaties. 

So the question is not whether. we 
shall have an army, but how much of 
an army we shall have. And for a 
very few minutes I want to discuss that 
question. Let me begin by saying 
that the two most valuable assets that 
this nation has are the Atlantic Ocean 
and the Pacific Ocean. Thanks to them 
‘the defense of America is far easier 
than it otherwise would be. Thanks 
to them our Army can safely remain 
at a very moderate level. Thanks to 
them we are not cursed with the sys- 
tem of peace-time conscription, which 
rests like a millstone around the necks 
of practically every continental nation 
in Europe. 

I know how hard it is to listen to 
figures spoken over the radio, and so 
I am going to try to give just as few 
as possible. But won’t you please take 
your lead pencil and jot down a very 
few figures on the margin of your 
newspaper or on the back of some old 
envélope. The figures that I am about 
to give come from the American Army 
General Staff and you can safely de- 
pend on their accuracy. 

Our Regular Army consists today of 
132,000 persons. That is one-third 
smaller than it was in 1920 and 1921, 
although by that time the war-time 
Army had been demobilized. In other 
words, during the decade of peace we 
have gone on reducing the size of the 
Army, and I think we have gone every 
bit as far as it safe to go. 

Let us compare it with some others. 
The British, with about one-third our 
population, have an army of 232,000, to 
say nothing of the forces of the various 
dominions. The French, with a popu- 
lation about one-third the size of ours, 
have a standing army of 389,000, to 
say nothing of their trained reserves 
and the forces of their dependencies. 
The Italians have a population and a 
standing army slightly larger than the 
French. Even the Germans, who are 
supposed to be disarmed by the Ver- 
sailles treaty, who have a population 
about half as big as ours, have a stand- 
ing army over 100,000, as compared to 
our 132,000. Surely no sane person can 
call us militaristic if he knows those 
facts. 

Let us state it in another way that 
makes it even more vivid. In America 
one person out of every 900 is in our 
standing Army; in Germany—“dis- 
armed” as she is—one person in 600; 
in Great Britain, one person in 200; in 
France and Italy, one person out 
of 105; in Japan, one person in 300, in 
Russia one out of 250. 

And I want to say here that the 
Army, although smaller, was never 
more efficient in peace time than it is 
now; I am proud to testify to its

from Washington took part. 


I only wish that it were somewhat 
larger. 

But, says someone, we are very hard 
up these days, and we can’t afford to 
keep even an Army so small as ours is. 
I grant you that we’re hard up, and 
that it’s vital that we get our Coden 
balanced as soon as possible. But I beg 
you to believe that we’re bending every 
effort to run that Army on the very 
minimum of expense. I am sure that 
you will be surprised to know that we 
are spending on the Army these days a 
smaller percentage of the National 
Government’s outlay than at any time 
in half a century. For instance, in 
1882 more than 10 per cent of all that 
the Federal Government spent was 
spent on the Army. Twenty-five years 
later, in 1907, we were spending about 
12 per cent of our total outlay on our 
Army. But now, although the qualit 
of our Army is immensely improved, 
and although the pay of both officers 
and men is much higher, our Army 
expenditures are only about 6% per 
cent of the total expenditures of the 
Federal Government. 

It has been possible to reduce our 
Army expenditures to this level be- 
cause of the policy we have followed in 
our colonial administration, in substi- 
tuting civilian government for military 
government as rapidly as _ circum- 
stances permit, and because, back of 
the standing Army, we have the skele- 
ton of a National Army, built up 
through the National Guard, the Ke. 
serve Corps and the citizens’ training 
camps, which under modern conditions 
must remain the chief reliance of dem- 
ocracies in time of war. If it were 
not for this wholesome system of civil- 
ian training, the cost. of which is rela- 
tively small as compared with our 
total military expenditures, it would 
be necessary to maintain a much larger 
Regular Army as a precaution against. 
attack. 

We all hope that the United States 
never again will be called upon to go 
to war with another nation. We all 
have, I am sure, a sincere desire for 
peace. Yet no one with even a super- 
ficial knowledge of history, or with 
an understanding of human nature, or 
who has watched the course of events 
in recent years, can be certain that it 
will not be necessary. . 

The ideas and necessities of men 
differ. Racial rivalries persist in spite 
of everything we can do or say. And 
so long as men can hurl a stone or 
lift a club they will fight if there is 
a will or a need to fight. ast 

Wars were fought before the world 
knew of artillery or airplanes. They 
were fought when the only weapons 
were made of wood or stone. They 
have continued ever since and we have 
seen that they cannot be prevented. by 
treaties or agreements. we 

And so I say that an army—a small ° 
army—is as necessary as a fire depart- 
ment. Would you disband your fire de- 
partment while a fire spread and sparks 
were flying everywhere? Would you 
reduce your Army at a time like this, 
when no man can say that the war in 
Asia will not spread farther? We 
once thought that a war in Europe 
could not touch us, and when it did 
touch us it found us unprepared. We 
must not make that mistake again. 
There is one fallacy against which 
I want to protest very earnestly, and 
that is the that some people have 
that war can be prevented, or at least 
ameliorated, by abolishing particular 
weapons. Thus, for example, we see 
efforts made by well meaning people 
to abolish the use of gas in warfare. 
The plain truth is that gas is the most 
humane weapon that we have, because 
a smaller percentage of gas casualties - 
die than of any other sort of casualty 
that we have. The bayonet, or the 
bullet, or the shell, are far more deadly 
than the gases now in use in any army. 
Suppose for the sake of illustration 
that we could abolish every firearm, 
large and small, we still would not have 
improved the situation. Probably no 
more dreadful battles have been fought 
in history than those fought by the Ro- 
man Legions, armed only with huge 
swords and spears. 

What an object lesson China is giv- 
ing us today! How much she needs 
an effective air force and an effective 
navy! Without the firing of a single 
shot, her adversary has control of the 
water and of the air, and in conse- 
quence China’s land armies are fighting - 
under a frightful handicap. She is 
discovering that the cost of defeat is 
far greater than the cost of prepared- 
ness. The probability is that China 
would not be forced to fight today if

have been promoted according to their 
longevity, from time to time before 
this, and it is now proposed to with- 
hold promotions from those who would 
otherwise be entitled to it between now 
and July 1, 1933, or at least during 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1932, 
and ending June 30, 1933. The entire 
saving, as I am told, would amount to 
$11,276 for the fiscal year 1933. Over 
one-half of this amount will be borne 
by those who can least afford it, and 
over one-third will be borne by the of- 
ficers who at present are drawing the 
lowest pay in the service, namely, $1,- 
719 per year, and the amount which 
will be taken from each one of those 
officers will be $239 per year.” 


Mr. Byrns: “Will the gentleman 
yield?” 

Mr. Mapes: “I yield.” 

Mr. Byrns: “Conceding that the 


amount saved by this particular pro- 
vision is not particularly large, does 
the gentleman think that any dis- 
crimination should be shown in the 
passage of these bills with reference 
to the copmensation between the va- 
rious services of the Government?” 
Mr. Mapes: “Personally I have 
never understood just how these ad- 
vances were made in the civilian serv- 
ice, but it seems to me that there must 
be some distinction between those and 
the officer personnel in the Army, the 


Navy, and the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey.” 
Mr- Byrns: “I will say to the gen- 


tleman that the same provisions of 
law apply to all of the various mili- 
tary and semimilitary services, and I 
am sure the gentleman does not want 
to discriminate in favor of one and 
against the other.” 

Mr. Mapes: “Mr. Chairman, I sim- 
ply want to emphasize what I have al- 
ready said, that the bulk of this saving 
will be borne by the men in the serv- 
ice who receive the least compensation, 
and I would like to call the attention 
of the committee to this point, in addi- 
tion to what I have already said, that 
the pay act of 1922 authorized read- 
justments of the allowance for quarters 
and rations by the President or by 
some official of the Government, ac- 
cording to the commodity price indices, 
and that these same officers will also 
undoubtedly have to suffer a decrease 
in the allowance in this respect.” 

Mr. Oliver of Alabama: “Mr. Chair- 
man, the gentleman has correctly stated 
the law. The law provides for an au- 
tomatic increase, because of longevity 
pay, in the six services mentioned; but, 
as the chairman of the committee, Mr. 
Byrns_ stated this amendment will 
apply to all of the other services, and 
it would be unfair to except the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey or any other serv- 
ice, since this limitation has already 
been imposed on the classified employes. 
They, under existing law, are given 
season increases, but their increases 
have been suspended. So it is but prop- 
er and consistent that we adopt this 
amendment in line with what we have 
heretofore done. 

“Let me say, further, in this bill an 
amendment was previously adopted in 
reference to the Immigration Service. 
The inspectors get an automatic in- 
crease, and the amendment which the 
committee adopted denied to them 
$113,000 increase. That action has al- 
ready been taken. It would be alto- 
gether unfair, if we are to adopt a 
rule that no one shall have an increase, 
to except a eertain class.”

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
she had made adequate preparation in 
advance. 

No one in this land can so ardently 
lesire peace as those who have experi- 
enced war in the service of their coun- 
try, and I know that I speak for the 
American Legion as a whole when I 
say that we want preparedness not in 
order to have war, but in order to pre- 
vent it. No one seeks a fist fight with 
Gene Tunney. Other nations will not 
seek war against a prepared America. 

Our Army exists not for offense, but 
for our protection. Unless we are to 
place ourselves as a nation at the 
mercy of every country that covets our 
wealth, our land, our trade, our climate 
or our civilization, we must be pre 
pared to defend it.

A WASHINGTON’S Birthday cele- 


bration of the Veteran Corps of 


Artillery of the State of New York, 
was held Feb. 22 at the Hotel Pierre. 
The luncheon was preliminary to the 
appearance of this organization, con- 
stituting the Military Society of the 
War of 1812, as guard of honor to the 
reviewing officers of the military 
parade held in honor of the day. 
Charles Elliot Warren, Colonel- 
Commandant of the organization, pre- 
sided at the luncheon. He welcomed 
as guests of honor, Lt. Gen. Robert Lee 
Bullard, representing the American 
Expeditionary Forces; Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam W. Phelps, Commandant of the 
Third Naval District, and Brig. Gen. 
Lucius T. Holbrook, commander of the 
First Division. Col. William A. Tay- 
lor, Assistant Adjutant General of the 
State, represented the National Guard. 
Representatives of the Reserve Corps 
of the army, the military, patriotic and 
hereditary societies also were present. 
“Today when we don’t have pre- 
paredness we have no will for it,” Ad- 
miral Phelps declared, after referring 
to the beginning of the Navy under 
Washington. “This spirit of pre 
paredness is suppressed by great or- 
ganizations, and pacifists and Anti- 
Saloon League leaders would join to 
drive the will of preparedness out of 
the country. Democracy needs a 
strong leader. We should uphold good 
men who stand for good government.” 
General Holbrook pointed out from 
the writings of Washington his rec- 
ommendations for national defense. 
“We have been the least adequately 
armed of all nations in the past,” he 
declared, “and it did not prevent wars. 
The cost in lives and money has been 
greater in each case than if we had 
been adequately prepared.” 

Trophies for marksmanship won by 
members of the organization in the 
year were also presented by General 
Warren. Among the winners were 
Capt. Gorge Peabody, his son, Cpl. 
George Peabody jr., Capt. T. M. Parks 
and Capt. Norbet Forst.
